In this issue will be found a fairly- 
complete program of the events inci- 
dent to the Convention of the National 
ejeiation of the Deaf at Buffalo, 
ering the dates of August 4th to 
10th. 

The president's address and one or 
two prepared papers are mentioned 
along with the preliminary rendition? 
in poetical signs. 

The ceremonies attendant upon the 
unveiling of the I >< I V.\*x Statue are 
outlined, by .which it will be noted 
that hearing people of distinction will 
join with the deaf in appreciation and 
approval of the substantial evidence 
of the homage paid by them to the 
first and greatest benefactor of 
the "silent ones" in the civilized 
world. The present day problen 
the deaf are entirely different from the 
pioneer days, but whatever they may 
be, the successful solution harks back 
to the mental methods invented and 
tituted by the Abbe de l'Epee for 
educating the totally neglected deaf 
and dumb. He enlightened the dor 
mant minds of God's silent ones. He 
-ened the gates of knowledge, show 
ed the road, from utter darkness, to 
the truth and God." 

What wonder that a multitude of 
"silent" sons and daughters will 
assemble at the Buffalo convention in 
August, that marks a half-century of 
the Associat ion's life and efforts to up- 
hold the rights and privileges of the 
deaf, as a class of industrious, educat- 
ed, wealth producing, law abiding citi- 
zens of the Republic of the United 
States. 

There will be ample time for the 

sight-seeing tours of delegates to the 

convention. Buffalo is a fine and 

populous and busy city, and the streets 

and buildings and environs beckon to 

visitors from near and far. At the

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The only living member of the first 
elected-board of officers of the Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf — Dr. 
George T. Dougherty, of Chicago, 
will not be on deck at Buffalo early 
next month, when the triumphant Tro- 
jans of Deafdom's first great nation- 
al organization assemble in Golden 
Jubileel 

Fifty years ago this summer about 
a hundred hardy souls assembled in 
< iiK innati, drawn by a bold conven- 
tion-call issued by "that young editor 
of the Metropolis, Kdwin A. Hodgson." 
They met to formulate and establish 
not a social sphere, but a powerful 
political wedge to preserve their 
'itizenship rights and prevent obnox- 
ious laws. And tiikv did itI 

The original N.A.D. was not as 
strong as most of our state organiza- 
tions are today even. It was the pio- 
neer, the forerunner. It blazed the 
trail. Today the much younger N. I'. 
S. D. exceeds it in membership and 
money, like Annapolis now excels Gal- 
laudet College (Gallaudet once beat 
Annapolis at football about 1888, J. 
Schuyler Long quarterback; believe it 
or not). 

The first election resulted in the 
presidency going to the MacGregor, 
of Columbut, after Kdwin booth acted 
as temporary president. Robert Law- 
rence became treasurer, E. A. Hodg- 
son corresponding secretary and Geo. 
I'ougherty recording secretary. The 
latter was at that time still a college 
student, and is today one of two of 
the bunch alive. Harry White died 
in Chicago some ten years ago, and 
is buried here iii the Hascnstab family 
plot. MacGregor was run down and 
killed (Tossing the street in the rain, 

around Christmas time, 1926.
